D RAIN AGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


A  new  Sewer  was  laid  to  existing  properties  in 
i&adhury  Heath  Road  and  Tower  Road  South  in  the  Parish  of 
Oldland. 

The  new  sewer  is  570  feet  long  and  was  laid  at  a 
cost  of  £497.  17*  6d.  An  extension  of  66  feet  was  also 

completed  and  cost  £36.  0.  Od.  The  complete  sewer  takes 
the  drainage  of  12  houses,  a  Church  and  a  Clubhouse. 

Twenty-nine  new  Council  Houses  and  seventeen 
houses  erected  by  private  enterprise  were  also  connected  to 
the  Sewer. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Four  earth  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets 
complete  with  flushing  cisterns  and  connected  to  the  sewer. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


A  weekly  collection  of  Refuse  and  Salvage  was 
carried  out  during  the  year.  Disposal  was  by  tipping  at 
one  central  tip  in  Tower  Road,  Warmley. 

The  value  of  Salvage  disposed  of  during  the  year 
amounted  to  £291.  8.  5d.

It  is  unfortunate  that  in  many  cases  of  Congenital 
Tuberculosis  in  calves,  the  owners  cannot  bo  traced,  as  the 
calves  have  lost  the  labels  giving  the  market  reference  number 
during  transit  from  the  market  to  the  Slaughterhouse,  especially 
during  wet  weather. 

The  following  procedure  is  adopted  in  all  cases  where 
the  owners  are  traced.  Notifications  are  sent  to  the  County 
Sanitary  Officer,  who  then  notifies  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  A  copy  of  the  notification  is  also  sent  to  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  district  in  which  the  farm  is 
situated,  and  I  am  indebted  to  these  Officers  for  informing  me 
of  the  results  of  their  investigations. 

It  has  been  noticed  that  there  is  a  difference  in  the 
percentage  of  dams  giving  Positive  Results  in  the  various 
Counties  from  which  they  have  been  received,  as  the  followi  ng 
table  for  the  last  two  years  shows
